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Buyers Tell 
Reaction To 
Advertising 

Little Heed Paid To Circulars 
And Testimonials Con¬ 
sumers Reveal 

Delegates from the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Commerce 
and the Klwanis Club attended 
a county-wide NRA Consumers' 
Conference Monday night spon¬ 
sored by the Advertising Club of 
Los Angeles in Bovard auditori¬ 
um at the University of Southern 
California. Mrs. Jessica Wright, 
Waverly E. Pratt, Harold Rob¬ 
erts, Clarence Huntsinger and 
Charles B. Klunk were among 
those present at the convention. 

Constituting the first confer¬ 
ence of its kind in the country, 
the meeting was composed of 
delegations representative of 
nearly 300 organizations from 
points as far distant as Little 
Rock and Saugus, and was called 
for the purpose of unifying and 
corelating fact* concerning the 
power of advertising in the pres¬ 
ent crisis. 

Much interesting and valuable 
data was gathered through the 
medium of a printed question¬ 
naire distributed to Sierra Madre 
and other like cities in Southern 
California. Following are a few 
of the more pertinent questions 
and answers, tabulated in per¬ 
centage form and comprising the 
results founded on receipt of 
thousands of papers: 

Only 22 percent of those ques¬ 
tioned admitted that their faith 
in an article was increased by 
reading a published testimonial, 
and 78 per cent said this adver¬ 
tising means left them cold. 

Ninety-three per cent thought 
advertising has an educational 
value, while 77 per cent said they 
paid no attention to circular ad¬ 
vertising thrown in the yard. 

Showing clearly the changing 
attitude toward the installment 
plan of buying, 63 per cent de¬ 
clared themselves unfavorably in¬ 
clined toward installment pur¬ 
chasing, with 37 per cent favor¬ 

able. 

In the order of their impor¬ 
tance as attractive features of 
newspaper advertising came lay¬ 
out stress on picture, price and 
story. Sixty-seven percent de¬ 
clared the price of an article 
toiust be stated in order to hold 
■ieir interest. Trade slogans, or 
Jot tier statements to the effect 

that a particular article is better 
than all others, go unheeded by 
J76 per cent. 

f Ninety percent of the contacted 
radio listeners slated that prac¬ 
tically all of their radio usage 
came in the evening hours. 

The most amusing sidelight 
came in the form of this ques¬ 
tion : Do you object to sugges¬ 
tive pictures of scantly clad 
women in advertising? 

^i'he answers were segregated 
into two groups, one of men, and 
one of women. Sixty-two per cent 
of the gentlemen had no objec¬ 
tion whatsoever, but overbalanc¬ 
ing this was the 68 per cent of 
the ladies - who registered em¬ 
phatic objections.

CITY'S SPREADING GROUND 

PROJECT TO RE HURRIED AS 

COUNTY PUTS 75 MEN ON JOB 


Seventy-five county workers go 
to work on the Sierra Madre 
spreading grounds immediately, 
throwing open the city's big 
water conservation project to out¬ 
ride labor for the first time and 
assuring completion of a major 
portion of the program before 
the winter rains set in. 

Although this policy differs 
somewhat from the previous one 
of employing nothing but local 
men on the grounds, the county 
has agreed to give preference to 
Sierra Madre residents, Business 
Manager A1 S. Myers states. 
Approximately 15 from here will 
be among the first crew ,to start 
work. 


Among the details of the pro¬ 
ject is the enlargment of and 
addition to the spreading ground 
baflins, and construction of sur¬ 
face conduits to distribute the 
rain waters evenly over the 
grounds. With the completion of 
the entire series of basins, en¬ 
gineers state, any amount of rain 
short of an actual cloudburst, 
will be cared for, and will soak 
beneficially into the city wells. 

This city project is considered 
by the county one of the most 
worth-while proposed by any 
community and the county is 
furnishing all of the materials as 
well as labor. 


Sturtevant 
Bridge To Be 
Rebuilt Now 

County Assumes Obligation 
—City To Save $600 For 
It’s Health Service 

A request from the county for 
jurisdiction to commence work on 
a new reinforced concrete bridge, 
spanning the Little Santa Anita 
wash on Sturtevant Drive was 
submitted to the City of Sierra 
Madre late Wednesday afternoon. 
The Council at its Wednesday 
night meeting postponed decision 
until engineers approve the plans 
submitted and two private prop¬ 
erty deeds are secured from 
canyon owners. Jurisdiction can 
not be granted on. any but city 
owned lund, and the bridge abutt- 
ments according to the specifica¬ 
tions, will extend past the city 
street proper. 

According to agreements 
reached between Business Man¬ 
ager Myers and the county road 
department, the County will fur¬ 
nish all labor, material and 
capital for the project. With a 
24 foot clearance the bridge road¬ 
way is to be 20 feet in width and 
26 feet in length. 

Present at the council meet to 
urge immediate action in the 
granting of county jurisdiction 
were several canyon taxpayers 
including Mrs. Joseph P. Nash. 

Approval was given by the 
Council to a new three year con¬ 
tract between Sierra Madre and 
the County Health Department, 
whereby the city will save $600 
in health service in the coming 
year. Previously the city, paid a 
flat yearly sum of $1500 for the 
service, which includes operation 
of the chest and baby clinics in 
the Park House, doctor and nurse 
attendance for the clinic, and 
various inspections of dairies, 
food and sanitary conditions and 
the like. Under the terms of the 
new contract this year’s fee is 
reduced to $900, with a $1200 fee 
next year and a $1500 fee the 
third year.

As a more effective weapon 
against crime. Pasadena police 
cars may within the next few 
months be equipped with radio 
transmitters as well as receiving 
apparatus. Police Chief Charles 
H Kelley this week received per- 
mission from the government to 
conduct radio experiments with 
high frequency sets.

BRINGS REPORT NEW DEPOT 

PLANS WILL BE CARRIED OUT 


A delegation of officials of the 
Pacific Electric Railway were in 
Sierra Madre for nearly an hour 
yesterday afternoon on a tour of 
inspection. The presence of A. O. 
Smith, first vice-president and 
general manager of the company, 
and of G. E. Squires, general 
superintendent, gave rise to the 
report that the railway is con¬ 
sidering proceeding with plans 
for the proposed new depot and 
freight station which have been 
under negotiation for the past 10 
years. 

Although no statements were 
issued other than that the offi¬ 
cials were inspecting the com¬ 
pany's property and new tracks 


on Central avenue, there is the 
possibility that plans are under¬ 
way for some improvement of 
the present station structure. An 
agreement was partially reached 
between the city and the Pacific 
Electric nearly six years ago 
whereby the company would build 
an ornamental stucco housing on 
the condition that Sierra Madre 
build basement rest rooms. No 
decision was decided and the 
matter has lain dormant, with no 
sign of action until yesterday.

Mrs* Addis stressed that the 
book’s introductory section in 
which Mrs. Beard states that 
American intellectuaiism has now 
recognized the limits of special¬ 
ism, and is striving to bring all 
the different currents of thought 
to bear on a central problem, 
that of the American civilization 
itself. 

Sheila Kaye Smith's “Gypsy 
Wagons,” and "The Farm," of 
Louis Bromfield, were two fic¬ 
tion books Mrs. Addis reviewed, 
and commented upon. D. B. 
Woodward's "Inflation,” “Lud¬ 
wigs of Bavaria,” by H. Chan- 
non, and William Rothenstein’s 
"Men and Memories” were also 
included in her talk.

Plans for a 12 months new 
business campaign by the South¬ 
ern California Edison Company 
Ltd., calling for the expenditure 
of .$ 1 , 000,000 in commercial pro¬ 
motion activity and advertising, 
wore announced yesterday by 
* Harry J. Bauer, president of the 
company, at a general meeting of 
division and district managers in 
Los Angeles. The campaign will 
g be put under way immediately, 
according to Fred Schwartz, man¬ 
ager of the company’s Sierra 
Madre-Monrovia district territory, 
who attended the meeting, in 
order that the impetus gained 
during the remaining months of 
this year will enable carrying 
the program forward energetic¬ 
ally and without delay after the 
first of the new year. 

"In order to do our part in 
bringing about business recovery 
in the country and particularly 
in Southern California, we have 
for a long time been considering 
ways and means of putting men 
to work,” Mr. Bauer said in ad¬ 
dressing the managers. "This of 
necessity must be creative work, 
else it will be at the expense of 
the company or the consumers. 
We have long felt that many 
households did not make use of 
electricity which modem stand¬ 
ards of living demand. We have 
I also concluded that methods of 
introduction of labor-saving de¬ 
vices in the home and factorv 


should be through normal dealer 
channels. 

"This sales promotion program 
which we are now inaugurating 
will enable us to not only place 
approximately 100 men in our 
own organization, at useful, cre¬ 
ative tasks, but the fact that we 
are practically turning over to 
the dealers the actual sales work 
of this campaign will make it 
possible for them to enlarge upon 
their sales organizations measur¬ 
ably.” 

The company’s new commercial 
program will be revoluntary in 
character and is designed speci¬ 
fically to permit the continuance 
of the present low rate structure 
by maintaining and building up 
the high per capita consumption 
of electricity on Edison lines, 
Mr. Bauer announced. The com¬ 
pany recognizes, he said, that the 
domestic consumer class repre¬ 
sents the logical field for the fur¬ 
ther development of popularizing 
use of electricity, and that the 
basis for further rate reductions 
hinges almost entirely on the 
greater use of electric energy. 

In its new commercial pro¬ 
gram, the Edison company will 
virtually discontinue the direct 
merchandising of certain of the 
larger appliances, such as elec¬ 
tric ranges and refrigerators, and 
concentrate its sales and adver¬ 
tising activities largely on pro¬ 
motional efforts to aid appliance 
dealers.

Citrus Outlook Is 
Bright Says Head 
Of Great Exchange 

“We will in my opinion have 
a citrus marketing agreement in 
effect in time fur the start of 
the Navel season and ttiis along 
with a somewhat lighter crop, 
both here and in Florida, and 
the NRA program are substantial 
factors upon which to base a 
more optimistic outlook for the 
California and Arizona citrus 
industry in 1934,” said Paul S. 
Armstrong, general manager of 
the California Fruit Growers Ex¬ 
change, yesterday upon his re¬ 
turn from the East. 

Mr. Armstrong looks upon the 
National citrus marketing agree¬ 
ment as a major factor in the 
satisfactory distribution of citrus 
crops under today's economic 
conditions. "It will make possible 
the proration of total supplies 
from all states, whenever the 
National committee deems pro¬ 
rating necessary," he said, "be¬ 
cause every citrus operation in 
interstate commerce will be under 
Federal license and will be re¬ 
quired to comply with the in¬ 
dustry program.
